Biazer Totaled In 
One Auto Accident 


Crawford County Sheriff deputies 
responded to the first aceident of the July 
4th weekend at 3:01 p.m. Friday, June 80.

Area Visitor Pulled 
From AuSable River 


An 80-year-old Grosse Pointe Park 
resident nearly drowned Sunday, July 2, 
when she apparently fell off the bank into 
the AuBable River near McMasters Bridge. 

A passing canoeist found Phyllis 
Waggoner floating face down in the water. 
The canoeist pulled Waggoner from the 
water and administered CPR and mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation. Waggoner was 
revived at the scene and transported to 
Mercy Hospital by Northern Michigan EMS 
and the Crawford Co. Ambulance Corps 
when Northern’s ambulance broke down. 
She was later air transferred by Northflight 
to Munson Medica! Center in Traverse City.

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Director Says Volunteer 
Ambulance Days Gone 


‘The days of volunteer ambulan- 
ce services are passed,” said Tony 
Doremitre, Director — of the 
Crawford County Ambulance Cor- 
ps (CCAC). 

The CCAC was started as a 
volunteer service to meet the needs 
of the county, and it has been in 
existence for 15 years. But 
Doremire explained that the tn- 
creased number of ambulance runs 
(85 total runs the first year to an 
anticipated 600 rucis in 1989), state 
regulations requiring 24-hour, 7- 
day-a-week services, and com- 
petition from Northern Michigan 
EMS have made operating a volun- 
teer ambulance service impossible 
for Crawford County. 


FEES 

CCAC fees for county residents 
are $196 base rate plus $3.50 per 
mile; non-resident fees are $230 
base rate plus $3.50 mileage. 
Mileage is charged for a round trip. 
Other charges include a $12 fee for 
oxygen on local runs and $25 for 
transfer runs. Resident transfer 
fees are $195 plus $4 a loaded mile. 
Non-resident transfer fees are $230 
plus $4 a loaded mile. 

The CCAC has a ‘'no patient, no 
fee"’ policy. This means if an am- 
bulance is called to an accident 
scene, fire, or any type of 
emergency and no one requires 
transportation to a hopsital, there 
is no bill. This policy is also in ef- 


employs two fulltime licensed 
Basic Emergency Medical 
Technicians (EMTs) and 10 par- 
ttime licensed Basic EMTs. 

‘“Repardless of the degree of 
staff training, ambulance services, 
by law, can only provide basic life 
support care to patlents,”’ 
Doremire said. He sald his staff is 
qualified to provide the maximum 
emergency care allowed. 

The CCAC is in financial trouble 
because of uncollectible bills, and 
because there is a 30 to 60 day wait 
for payment from insurance com- 
panies. CCAC has approximately 
$30,400 in unpaid bills. 

‘'We do not have anyone guaran- 
teeing to pay the difference bet- 
ween what we charge and what we 
are able to collect,’’ said Doremire, 
‘and so far, [have not figured out a 
way to make people who have no 
money pay their ambulance bill." 

In contrast, Northern Michigan 
EMS Is currently negotiating a con- 
tract with Denton, Roscommon, 
and Lake Townships in Roscom- 
mon County to guarantee up to 
$83,000 for its uncollected bills. 


NORTHERN MICHIGAN EMS

(NMEMS) has been located in 
Crawford County since July, 1985. 
Before NMEMS established a 
fulltime office in Crawford County,

The Penn State researchers 
assigned self-confessed chronic 
worriers a scheduled 30-minute 
worry period each day, using the 
same place and the same time each 
day. That's when the worriers 
tried to come up with solutions to 
the problems that made them 
worry. If they found themselves 
worrying at some other time, they 
were supposed to postpone their 
worry until the scheduled worry 
period. 

This way the worriers learn to 
separate real problems from 
imagined ones; they look at the 
worst that could happen, and what 
probably would happen, then figure 
out if they can do anything about it, 
and if so, what. That helps reduce 
anxiety, the study found. 

Makes sense to me, and it 
probably would help a lot of us.

Ornamental grass, actual- 
ly a catchall term describing 
all grasslike plants, such as 
reeds, rushes and sedges, is 
graceful, arching foliage, 
with some variegated species. 
But green isn’t its only con- 
tribution toa landscape—rich 
autumn colors appear in fall 
and winter, and flower plumes 
on several species can be 
spectacular.

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$200 Radio Transmitters Placed Into Trout , 


If you find yourself 
in the ‘‘no kill” area on 
the South Branch of the 
AuSable River and see 
a man dressed like a 
fisherman carrying a 
small black box in. 
stead of a net, and an 
antenna instead of a fly 
rod, don’t panic. In- 
stead, take a minute 
and introduce yourself. 

The strange looking 


fisherman its Gary 
Regal, a graduate 
student from the 
University of 
Michigan, who is spen- 
ding his summer 
collecting specimens 
and data for his 


Master’s thesis. 

Regal’s study, which 
will take two years to 
complete, concerns the 
basic habitat use, long 
range movement and 
activity cycle of the 
brown trout. 

Regal explained that 
there have been 
several trout studies 
conducted in the North 
and South Branches of 
the AuSable. Two 
years prior to his study 
a similar study was 
conducted by Dave 
Clapp, another U of M 
graduate student, on 
trophy size browns, 17 
inches and larger. At 
the time of Clapp's 
study it was generally 
believed that smaller 
fish could basically sit 
in the current and wait 
for food to come to 
them, and the larger 
fish had to forage for 
their food. 

‘‘In many ways what 
I am doing is a con- 


tinuation of that 
study,'’ Regal ex- 
plained. 

Regal’s study is 


limited to brown trout 
10 to 18 inches, and will 
compare whether the 
smaller fish exhibit a 
similar type behavior 
and study whether the 
movement of the 
browns correlates with 
their feeding behavior. 
To learn the 
movement habits of 
brown trout, Regal 
surgically implanted a 
small radio transmit- 
ter into the stomach of 
six brown trout on May 
10th. The transmitter 
weighs 3 grams, is 
about one inch = in 
length and is light 
green in color resem- 
bling a giant lima 
bean. Each transmit- 
ter has a life expectan- 
cy of four months and 
emits a different signal 
allowing Regal to 
track individual fish. 
It also explains to 
spectators the black 


box (the radio 
receiver), and the an-

kill” area of the South 
Branch. 

In order to. deter- 
mine what the fish are 
eating, Regal utilizes a 
stomach pump that 
forces pressurized 
water into the mouth of 
the fish through the 
gullet into the stomach 
and back out through 
the mouth | bringing 
with it the contents of 
the stomach. 

“The advantage of 
this system is that 1 
don't have to sacrifice 
the fish in order to 
collect stomach 
specitmens,’’ Regal ex- 
plained. 

Regal catches the 
fish for his research by 
using a D.C. backpack 
electro-fishing unit 
that momentarily 
stuns the fish, allowing 
him to collect the 
browns and put them 
into a livewell until he 
can extract the 
stomach samples. The 
fish are then returned 
to the river. Regal 
said his D.C. (direct 
current) shocking unit 
is not as hard on the 
fish as the old A.C. 
(alternating current) 
units were. He said the 
fish recover as soon as 
the current is removed 
from the water. 

The stomach sam- 
ples are placed in 
small pieces of 
cheesecloth and 
preserved. They will 
be examined when 
Regal returns to the 
university laboratory 
this fall. 


Regal is asking 
fishermen to be on the 
look-out for the im- 
planted fish. He said 
the fish can be easily 
identified by the black 
sutures in the surgical 
site located in front of 
the peivic fins in the 
white of the belly. The 
fish should be in or 
near the ‘‘no kill’ area 
of the South Branch 
where fishermen are 
required to release the 
fish caught. However, 
Regal said it is 
possible that the fish 
could move out of the 
protected stretch and 
be caught in an area of 
the river where 
keeping fish is legal. If 
one of the fish is 
caught, he is asking 
that the fish be retur- 
ned to the river. If this 
is not possible, he is 
asking that the tiny 
transmitter found in 
the fish’s belly be 
returned to him. Hach 
transmitter is valued 
at approximately $200. 
Regal can be reached 
at the WaWaSum 
Lodge on the Main- 
Stream of the AuSable 
by calling 348-9879.

Other agencies spon- 
soring Regal’s study 
includes the Michigan 
Fly Fishing Club, the 
DNR and the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 

Regal said he was 
first introduced to the 
AuSable River in June 
of 1987 when he was 
doing some sea lam- 
prey control work for 


the USS. Fish & 
Wildlife Service at the 
Ludington — station. 


Regal said the service

treated an area below 
one of the dams in the 
Oscoda area, 


“And here | am," 
said Regal, ‘‘back 
again on the AuSable 
and enjoying every 
moment.”’ 

Regal said even 


though he has had the 
opportunity to see ‘a 
little bit of the world" 
during a three year 
stint in the service 
following high school, 


he keeps returning to 
the Great Lakes area. 

Regal grew up on the 
shores of Lake Erie 
and it was from this 
experience that 
Regal’s inittal interest 


in fisheries and 
aquatic ecology 
blossomed, After 


completing his formal 
education, Regal 
would Hike to work in 
fisheries research In 
the Great Lakes Basin.
